To the Chairman, 
Board of Selectmen, 
Rindge, N. H., 
Dear Sir: 

In accordance with the terms of an agreement executed 
between the town of Rindge, and the New Hampshire Forestry 
Commission, we are submitting a report of White Pine Blister 
Rust Control work performed in your town during 1926. 

Last March, at their annual meeting 81 towns and cities 
appropriated $33,375 for Blister Rust Control, in cooperation 
with the State Forestry Department. Such action clearly in- 
dicates that there is a strong conviction throughout the State 
that Blister Rust is serious and white pine worth protecting. 

Continued inspection of pine lots in regions not yet pro- 
tected disclose considerable infection. The Forestry Depart- 
ment therefore strongly urges the continuance of the destruc- 
tion of currant and gooseberry bushes until all the pine areas 
of your town have received equal protection. 

There is attached to this letter a financial report indicating 
the expenditures made in your town during 1926 in the eradi- 
cation of currant and gooseberry bushes. Should there be any 
information of special interest to you which is not contained in 
this report, we shall be pleased to further advise you upon 
request. 

We would also suggest that this report be read at town 
meeting and such sections as seem advisable included in the 
annual report of the town.

The following may be of interest: John K. Allen, Esq,, 
Brookline, Mass., writes the following: 

‘‘Dr. Bancroft was my cousin and both of us have a great 
deal of interest in Rindge as our great grandparents on the 
Bancroft. side lie upon the abandoned Rand farm on the west- 
erly road from Rindge to Winchendon. 

Dr. Bancroft was born in Baldwinsville, Mass., May 30, 
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1850, the son of Alonzo and Harriet (Jewett) Bancroft. Har- 
riet Jewett was the daughter of Dr. Charles Jewett, of Rindge, 
and was born there. Both Alonzo and Harriet Jewett Ban- 
eroft are buried in the cemetery back of the church at Rindge, 
in the Jewett lot. 

Alonzo Bancroft was the son of Timothy and Matilda 
(Rand) Bancroft, who were married at the Rand farm south- 
west of the village, Feb. 3, 1816. , In 1819 they removed to 
Union, N. Y., where Alonzo Bancroft was born June 4, 1820. 

Matilda Rand Bancroft was the daughter of Colonel Daniel 
and Susannah (Hemenway) Rand, and was born on the Rand 
farm December 20, 1798. She taught school in the Rand resi- 
dence, and is, I think, so referred to in Stearn ‘‘History of 
Rindge’”’ 

Colonel Daniel Rand, a revolutionary soldier, and his wife 
Susannah are buried on the old Rand farm in Rindge. 

The late Dr. Bancroft was educated at the Boston Latin 
School, graduated from Amherst College, and from Harvard 
Medical College. He was connected for a few years with the 
asylum at Danvers, Mass., after which he practiced medicine 
at South Boston. He was never married.’’ 

We still realize the necessity of having the books roche 
logued but as yet our finances will not allow it. The past year 
we have had to extensively repair the furnace and not many 
years will pass before a new heating system will be required. 

We wish, as always, to express our appreciation of the 
faithful services of both Miss Brigham, librarian and Mr. Bar- 
ret, janitor.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Rindge: 

I submit herewith my ninth annual report, this being the 
twenty-third in the series of union supervision. 

We were fortunate in being able to retain three of our four 
teachers for the present school year, the only change being in 
the Center Grammar School, where Mrs. Sarah M. Hoyt de- 
clined a re-election. This position was filled by the election of 
Miss Martha P. Runnells of Union, N. H., a graduate of Keene 
Normal School, who did very successful work last year as a 
eadet teacher from Keene during the spring term. 

The enrollment of all the schools except the Center Gram- 
mar shows a decrease from last year. At West Rindge there 
has been an enrollment of twenty-two as compared with twen- 
ty-seven last year. There are pupils in all the grades except 
the third in this school. Rindge Center Grammar has eighteen 
as against seventeen last year. The Center Primary has four- 
teen as compared with twenty-three last year, and East Rindge 
has twenty-six as compared with thirty-two last year. The 
average membership at East Rindge last year was 26.59, and 
this year it was 25.14 for the first term. The enrollment for 
the entire town is eighty as against ninety-nine last year. All 
eight grades are represented in the East Rindge school. 

During the summer vacation new desks and seats were in- 
stalled in the Hast Rindge and West Rindge schools. These 
have been needed for a long time, and are a welcome addition 
to the equipment of these schools. Double windows have been 
placed on the Center and East Rindge buildings, adding great- 
ly to the warmth of these schools. 

New heating systems are needed in the Center and East 
Rindge schools, as the stoves now in these rooms are practically 
worn out and are inadequate during the extreme cold weather. 
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In compliance with the regulations of the State Board of 
Education contracts have been executed with the Murdock 
High School in Winchendon, Mass. and with the high school in 
Ashby, Mass. for the attendance of Rindge pupils. 

During the present school year the matter of the age at 
which pupifs may be admitted to the several schools has been 
brought before the school board, and as the reason for the rule 
adopted in May, 1925 may not be fully understood by all citi- 
zens I will briefly refer to it. 

In September, 1924 the enrollment at the East Rindge 
school was but 14, and while the pupils from the upper grades 
at West Rindge were transported to Rindge Center the enroll- 
ment at that school was less than twenty. At the opening of 
the fall term in 1924 the transportation from West Rindge to 
the Center was discontinued, bringing the enrollment of the 
West Rindge school up to twenty-eight. 

In the spring of 1925 it appeared that unless some ruling 
regarding the age of admission was made that the enrollment 
of this school would be more than one teacher could well care 
for with so many grades represented. It was therefore, voted 
by the school board on May 20th, 1925, to admit no pupils at 
the opening of the term in September unless they had actually 
reached the age of six. 

As above suggested, this ruling was made with special ref- 
erence to the situation at West Rindge, but, of course, applied 
to all schools in town. 

At the opening of school in September, 1925, under the new 
age ruling there were 26 pupils registered at West Rindge, and 
the enrollment increased at East Rindge from 14 to 29, with a 
total enrollment for the year of 32. Three who desired admis- 
sion to this school were somewhat under the age limit and were 
not admitted, and in the fall of 1926 there were three children 
thus affected in East Rindge and five for West Rindge. 

In October, 1926, a petition was presented to the school 
board to modify the ruling regarding the age of admitting 
pupils, and after careful consideration it was voted to adhere 
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to the rule adopted in May, 1925, as being for the best interests 
of all the pupils in Rindge. This ruling, together with all the 
facts connected with the matter was referred by the board to 
the Commissioner of Education who sustained the action of the 
school board. 

The work of the Rindge schools during the past year has 
been done in a very satisfactory manner. Miss Belcher, at the 
West Rindge school with pupils in seven out of the eight 
erades, and ten out of the twenty-two enrolled in the first two 
grades, has a fine orderly and progressive school. With her 
successful experience as a teacher she has combined a splendid 
community interest. 

Miss Crane, at the Center Primary, who is now teaching 
her fourth year in that school has shown herself to be a capable 
and energetic teacher and her pupils have made especially good 
progress. 

Miss Runnells has charge of the Center Grammar school, 
the school that previous to last year had been considered espec- 
ially difficult. Although just out from the normal school, Miss 
Runnells has handled this school as though she had long experi- 
ence, and the pupils under her instruction are showing fine re- 
sults. 

Miss Hubbard is teaching her second year at East Rindge, 
and previously she had substituted in this school for several 
weeks. She has all grades and twenty-six pupils and the work 
of a school like this is not easy, but Miss Hubbard has secured 
excellent results from the very start. 

There are eight pupils in the eighth grades of the Rindge 
schools this year. Last year, on account of the epidemic of 
scarlet fever at East Rindge it was necessary to have separate 
eraduations for all the schools. This year I reeommend that, if 
possible, we have a joint graduation of the eighth grade pupils 
from West Rindge, East Rindge and Rindge Center. 

The general expenses for another year should not vary 
greatly from those of the present year. The amount expended 
for text books and supplies for the present year is likely to be

somewhat larger than last year, due to the fact that the school 
supplies left over a year ago last June were largely used up 
during the past school year and new supples have been pur- 
chased, but the amount required for the next year will probably 
not be in excess of the requirements for the present year. 

The amount required for transportation is always some- 
what uncertain until near the opening of the school year. 

The present school year has thus far been one of the most 
successful in recent years, and if there is no outbreak of con- 
tagious disease between now and the close of the school year, 
every school should be able to readily complete the work out- 
lined for it. 

I desire at this time to thank the members of the school 
board, teachers, pupils, parents and all who have cordially co- 
operated in the efforts to have successful schools in Rindge dur- 
ing the past year.
